* keenly enjoy themselves at ¢ ape Town on 
Christmas Day. They seem to claim it as

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How to Raise Flowers in Winter 


“VERYBODY loves flowers, and it is so 

D easy to raise a few blossoms, even in the | 
dreariest winter weather, that no one need be | 
without them. Che very simplest of all flow 
ers to raise are those grown from bulbs. They 
are always sure to blossom and give good re- 
sults. 

Be sure to get two or three Chinese Sacred 
Lilies, and put them into a bowl partly filled 
vith pebbles or marbles and a few lumps of 

arcoal as this keeps the water sweet. Before 
putting them into the water carefully pare off 
all the dark part upon the under side. 

By all means get as many Narcissi as you 
can, for they not only bloom well but ‘the | 

ooms will last so long. In them one can 
tind such a variety of sizes and shapes, in all | 
combinations of white and yellow. 

rhen, if you want something pretty, get a 
half dozen of single Roman hyacinths and 
plant in soil, letting the crowns come above 
the dirt. Water well and set in a dark, cool 
lace for a month, unless they show signs of 


i 
coming up sooner. The Roman hyacinths 
are so graceful, and generally have from two 
to six stalks of blooms. 

(he double hyacinths have a bad habit of 
eginning to bloom before they get above the 
eaves. This can be remedied by placing a 
cone of dark paper, with the apex cut off, over 
the plant. This will cause the stalk to run uy 
to the light, and when it does this the cone 
can be removed. 

Freesias are very lovely. Take half a dozen 
Freesie bulbs and plant them in a five-inch 
pot of rich, fine soil, water w ll and set ina 
lark, cool place until they show signs of com 
ing up.

{INDIAN PuppING.—Indian pudding and | 


pumpkin pie were two dishes which our 


grandmothers particularly excelled in. Rich 


and sweet and good, many of us remember 
both as we knew them in our youth, and 
think, perhaps not without a show of reason, 
that no **modern products’’ taste quite so 


good as these used to years ago. 


The old-fashioned Indian pudding depend- 


ed for its excellence upon the long, slow 
cooking. If wecan provide the same slow 


cooking we can have a pudding just as good— | 
even if we cannot bring to its consumption | 


the same keen appetite we had in early life. 

lhe modus operandi by which the real old 
style Indian pudding was put together involved 
the scalding of three tablespoonfuls of freshly 
ground cornmeal in a pint of scalding hot, 
sweet milk. Cook till it thickens; take from 
the fire, add a cup of molasses, a 
ful of chopped suet, a pint of cold milk, one 
teaspoonful of salt and a teaspoonful each of 
ground cinnamon and mixed spices. Bake 
for two hours in a slow oven; stir in another 
pint of cold milk and bake two hours longer. 
\ cup of nice, plump raisins is regarded as a 
toothsome addition.

PUMPKIN Piz.—The pumpkin pie timber 
should be medium or small in size, fine fleshed 
and deep yellow inside and outside, Steam,
